The four men and a fifth unnamed suspect had 
formed a local chapter o(a nationwide organiza- 
tion thai promotes sexual relations between men 
and boys, detectives >ald Wednesday. 

At least five hoys, including one Scout, were 
molested, according to LL Mike Hash, head of the 
Sacramento sheriff's sex assaults bureau. 

One of the* Scout leaders and -the unnamed 
suspect are convicted child molesters. 

Scout v officials and ■ the troop's sponsoring 
church were Informed of the arrests Monday. 
Hash said they were' -"shocked, but cooperative 
and supportive** of the investigation. 

He said the alleged , molesters acted like 
''vultures who made, friends with the boys before

preying on them.*' 

Detectives made the ^arrests one day after 
allegations from a 15- and a 17-year-old boy 
reached them, Hash said. 

.Detectives met Wednesday night with mem- 
bers and parents -of a church-sponsored Boy Scout 
troop that two suspects helped lead, 
f Officers conducted > private Interviews with 
each of the Scouts, but did not disclose If they 
found more victims. 

Local Boy Scout Council officials were unavail- 
able Wednesday to comment on the case. 

The arrests began last Friday, when Sgt, 
Robert Humphrey and Detectives Patrick Flood 



and Richard Madrigal arrested the volunteer 
Scout leaders: roommates John N. Olson, 36, and 
convicted sex offender Terrance J. Maddock, 46. 

Both suspects were arraigned Wednesday and 
remained jailed in lieu of $100,000 bail. Maddock 
is charged with molesting 7- and a-year-oid boys 
and Olson with molesting two teen-agers and an 8- 
year-old, 

* According to court records, Maddock, who 
works for a swimming pool company, is a 
registered sex offender, convicted in Minnesota 
for molesting a H-year old boy. 

Olson, an alarm company dispatcher, lived 
with Maddock in an Oak Terrace Court apart- 
ment In the north area.

Court records Indicate that John 
Norman Olson, a 38-year-old Scout- 
ing leader, and Terrence Maddock, 
46, are suspected of being members 
of the Sacramento chapter of the 
North American Man Boy Love .As- 
sociation, known as NAMBLA. . 

An affidavit filed with the. court 
identified the group as SAMBLA. — 
Sacramento Area Man Boy Love As- 
sociation. - 

Maddocic was arraigned before 
Municipal Court Judge John" V. 
Stroud on eight counts of lewd and 
lascivious conduct with a child un- 
der the age of 14 years, a court 
source said. Court records indicate 
that sheriffs detectives suspect he 
mo tested an S-year-old boy. . 

Olson was arraigned on four 
counts of lewd and lascivious con- 
duct with a young boy. 

The information on the men was 
contained in an affidavit that sher- 
iffs Sgt Robert Humphrey present- 
ed to Superior Court Judge Roihwell 
Mason in an effort to convince .the

Judge Mason raised the bail for. 
Maddock and Olson to $1 00,000 each 
because they were considered a 
flight risk and because of the seri- 
ousness of the charges, a court 
source said. 

The affidavit also stated that there - 
was a likelihood that there wouid be - 
additional victims linked to the case. 

According to a report in the Phila- 
delphia Inquirer, NAMBLA, a na- 
tionwide organization whose mem- 
bers are believed to number in the 
hundreds, was founded in Boston in 
1978 "to support men and boys who 
are in relations with one another." 

Thomas Reeves, a national 
spokesman for the group, told the 
newspaper that while those relations 
may be sexual in nature, "We are op- 
posed to sexual abuse, to violence, to 
coercion, to prostitution, to child 
pornography/ 

The group, which has drawn 
strong condemnation from many gay 
and lesbian organizations, works to 
repeal laws prohibiting sexual rela- 
tions between men and minors. 

It made headlines three years ago 
when members held a national con- 
vention in Philadelphia, drawing the 
interest of the public and the ire of 
homosexual and youth-protection or- 
ganizations. 

Philadelphia gays and lesbians de- 
nounced NAMBLA for exploiting 
children, placing homosexuals in a 
bad light as child-moiesters and 
pressuring police to crack down on 
adult-oriented homosexuals. 

In reaction to the convention, the 
National Association of Social Work- 
ers said that NAMBLA members 
"participate in sexual oppression by 
condoning the use of boy lovers to 
fulfill their out-of-controf sexual ap- 
petites in imbalanced power rela- 
tionships."

Two mors men arrested for allegedly molesting 
five boys aged 7 In 17 over (he past 16 months 
were Identified Thursday by Sacramento County 
sheriff's detectives. 

The arrests of Lawrence Stephen Jones, 32, and 
#ret John Otesky, 22, of Rosevitle, brought to four 
the number of suspects taken into custody. The 
four are accused of performing lewd And tasctvL' 
bus nets on boys. | 

A fifth suspect hns not been arrested. 

Term nee James Maddock, 40, and John Nor : 
I man Olson, 3fi, who shored an Oak Terrace Court 
apartment tn North Sacramento, had been ar- 
rested earlier. 

AH are believed to be members of the North 
American Man-Boy Love Association, or 
NAMBLA, an organization that wants to legalize 
homosexual acts with children. 

"This national group believes that It's perfectly 
natural for Its members to he In love with boys 
and to have consentunl sex with them," said LL 
Mike Hash of the sheriff's sex assault bureau. 
NAMBLA Iwnnts the taws changed so that Its 



members will not be thrown tn jail/* he added. 

He said the suspects formed a Sacramento 
chapter of NAMBLA and have held nt least three 
meetings. 

Hut Hob Rhodes, a national spokesmnn for the 
NAMBLA chapter in New York, said to the best, of 
bis knowledge, no NAMBLA club "per se" has 
been organized tn Sacramento. j 

Rhodes, speaking by telephone from his home 
late Thursday, also said he did not rccbgnlze any 
of the five suspects as being members of national 
NAMBLA. j 

'T do not have access to our membership list 
right now, but t do not personally recognize any of 
those names/* he said. I 

When informed that police had found NAMBLA 
literature In the homes of some of the suspects, 
Rhodes said, "People can buy our IHernture'nt 
bookstores. We also send It out to hundreds of peo- 
ple every month, through the mall." 
. Detectives first learned of the alleged child sex 
ring when n school counselor complained that two 
of his male students, ages 15 and 17, had told him 
they had been sexually assaulted by two men who 
had befriended them. Hash said. The names of 
the school and the counselor were withheld. 



. The two boys told detectives they had experi- 
enced a vnriety of sexual activities In the men's 
Citrus Heights home, Hash said. One consisted of 
the boys painting each other, then showering to 
ciean off the paint. 

The men reportedly took photos of the boys in 
sexual poses, Hash said. 

Detectives, armed with a search warrant, went 
to the home late Inst week. They found evidence 
confirming the boys' statements, Hash said. Other 
search warrants were served early this week, 
leading to the four arrests. One of the men hod an 
8-year-otd boy with him at the time of his arrest, 
Hash said. 

According to court documents, Olson was a lo- 
cal Boy Scout leader, Telephone calls to local 
Scouting executives were not returned Thursday, 
SgL Roger Dickson, a sheriff's spokesman, would 
not comment on reports that one of the alleged 
victims was a Scout. 

Hash refused to Identify the fifth suspect, but 
said lie knows his whereabouts.

M We feel that these laws nre a bad 
thing," Rhodes said. "Good men who 
had positive relationships with boys 
have been sent to prison for extraor- 
dinary periods.

Larry Jones, one of five men re- 
cently arrested on child-molesting 
charges, pulled a knife on a Boy 
Scout four years ago but Scout lead- 
ers refused to act on complaints 
about the incident two mothers of 
Scouts said Saturday. 

The two women said they com- 
plained at the time to Sacramento- 
area Boy Scout executives, who did 
nothing. Jones remained a Scout 
leader until last year, the women 
said. 

Scout officials would not comment 
Saturday about Jones' Scout connec- 
tion. 

Jones was one of five men ar- 
rested, starting Nov. 15, on child-mo- 
lesting charges. David Murray Si- 
mons, 26; Terrance James Maddocfc, 
46; John Norman Olson, 36, also a 
Scouting leaden and Bret John Oles- 
ky, 22, also were arrested. Olesky 
was freed on his own recognizance. 
The other four remained in the jail 
late Saturday in lieu of bail ranging 
from $20,000 to 5115,000. 

Attempts to contact Jones about 
the incident were unsuccessful. 

According to Sacramento County 
sheriffs investigators, Jones and the 
other suspects were organizing a 
Sacramento chapter of the North 
American Man-Boy Love Associa- 
tion, a group that advocates sex be- 
tween homosexual men and boys. 

The two women, who requested 
anonymity to protect their children, 
told The Bee they learned of the Au- 
gust 1981 knife-wielding incident 
from their teenage sons, then mem- 
bers of a south Sacramento Scout • 
troop- 
Jones, then 28, had been drinking 
when he suddenly displayed the 
lenife in a threatening manner at a 
Scout camp near DownievUle, the 
Scouts told their mothers. An 18- 
year-old Eagle Scout allegedly sus- 
tained cuts on his hands when he 
yanked the knife away. 

When the they complained about 
the incident to the Golden Empire 
Council of the Boy Scouts, nothing 
was done — until this week, when

Leighton, when contacted 
Wednesday for comment about the 
arrests of Olson and Maddocic said 
through a spokesman he would an- 
swer questions Thursday in his of* 
fice. However, subsequent attempts 
to contact him have been unsuccess- 

According to Sacramento sheriffs 
detectives* the suspects molested 
five boys aged 7 to 17, including one 
Scout The seruai assaults occurred 
during the past 16 months in homes 
in North Sacramento, Carmichael 
and Citrus Heights, detectives said. 

In August 1981, two Scout troops 
from Sacramento went to the Down- 
ieville area to camp for several 
days. After the Scouts returned from 
the outing, they told their parents 
about the scuffle involving the Eagie 
Scout and Jones, 

One boy told his mother about the 
incident immediately. Another 
waited about three months before 
talking about it 

"My son told me about it three or 
four months after he returned from 
camp," one woman said. "He related 
to me that Larry Jones began drink- 
ing and then pulled a knife." 

The Eagle Scout was able to take 
the knife away from him, she said. 

When asked Saturday about the 
knife-wielding incident, the Eagle 
Scout, now 22, said. "I have no com- 
ment at this time. Thank you for 
your time," and hung up. 

After the incident, one of the 
mothers said, she began monitoring 
her sons' scouting activities more 
closely. 

"Most of the parents did not know 
that Larry Jones would be at camp 
in 1981," she said. "We were not noti- 
fied by the scoutmaster " 

Now, before every Scout activity, 
she checks to make sure she knows 
the supervisors. 

The other mother said her son i 
dropped out of the Scouts soon after 
the knife-wielding incident

/'It's a good tool for Investigation to have those 
nnmes nearby," said M. Mike Mash, head of the 
Sacramento sheriff's sex assaults division. 

Hash's detectives arrested five men alleged to have 



run a sex ring that abused at least five boys from 7 to 
17 years of age. Two of those arrested were registered 
sex offenders with prior convictions for molesting boys. 

A conviction for a sex crime means registering with 
the local authorities whenever you move (or the rest of 
your life. 

There arc more than 68,000 persons In California 
registered as mentally disordered sex offenders. Hut 
there Is no Information on whether forcing them to do 
so protects the community. 

"The law has been around since 1947, and we're one 
, of the few states which rccniirca registration," said 
John Hrodle of the state Department of Justice, "Right 
now, we don't know for sure If It's effective because 



there has never been any research. 

"We do know that agencies consider the information 
Important." 

A new computer system may allow the DOJ to 
evalunte the success of the registration law next year, 
Drodic said. 

Meanwhile, officers try to force compliance with the 
law by tracking down non-registered sex offenders 
whenever they can. 

Last week, Sacramento sheriffs detectives arrested 
x convicted child molester Uobcrt N. Kcyser, 33, although 
he had assumed a new Identity and changed residences 
five times.

Flood said he thought he was 
interviewing Thomas Conway and 
did not realize he had been fooled 
until information came in last week 
which proved Conway and Keyser 
were the same man. 

The sex offender Hies of the Sac- 
ramento sheriffs and police depart- 
ments are used nearly every day. 

"Many of these registrants offend 
again and so it's important for us to 
know that they're out there/* Flood

The typical punishment for the 
misdemeanor crime of violating reg- 
istration laws is at least 90 days in 
jail and a year on probation.

Despite allegations that all are members' of 
a nationwide M man~boy love" group, the dis- 
trict attorney's office is proceeding individual- 
ly against three men accused of sexually mo- 
lesting boys aged 7 to 17. 

Deputy District Attorney Jan Hansen asked 
the court Monday to hear the cases separately, 
indicating the suspects represent distinctly 
different incidents. 

"Although there may be some common vic- 
tims, there are no common incidents" among 
the crimes charged, Hansen said. 

Vhen the arrests began Nov. 15, all of the 
suspects were involved in organizing a Sacra* 
mento chapter of the North American Man- 
Boy Love Association, a group that is trying to 
legalize sex between homosexual men and 
consenting boys, according to investigators, 

Lawrence Stephen Jones of Citrus Heights is 
charged with 11 felony child molestation 
counts involving two victims. Jones, 32, is a 
former Scout leader. 

Terrance James Maddock, 46, of Sacramen- 
to, a registered sex offender from Minnesota, 
charged with eight counts against two chil- 
dren. 

John Norman Olson, 38, also described in 
court documents as a former Scout leader, 
faces four counts against two victims. 

Outside the courtroom Hansen said that no 
felony charges will be filed against the other 
rwo men arrested in connection with the case. 

Bret John Olesky, 22, will be referred to the 
misdemeanor section for prosecution related 
to annoying or molesting a child under 18. 

No charges will be filed against David Mur- 
ray Simons, 26, pending further investigation, 
she said. 

Jones, Olson and Maddock, all of whom are 
in custody, made brief appearances Monday 
in Sacramento Municipal Court 

Jones asked Judge John V. Stroud to issue a 
gag order in the case, a motion Stroud said he 
would consider. 

Olson sought and received a reduction in his

" Scoutlng's top executive in Sacra- 
mento confirmed Tuesday thut two 
of the five men arrested in an 
alleged child sex ring are volunteer 
Scout leaders, 

, "They tried to infiltrate for their 
own personal pleasure/' said Larry 
Leighton of the Golden Empire 
Council. "When you read how they 
'kept literature that told how to keep 
from being detected you Just thank 
goodness that the sheriff's deputies 
moved in when they did.'* 

Two of the suspects held in the 
County Jail on charges of child 
molesting registered as Scout lead- 
ers last summer and joined a 20- 
year-old troop of boys from U to 18 
years of age, 

A convicted sex offender, . Terr- 
ance J. Maddock, 46, joined as a 
support committee member in July, 
John N, Olson, 36, became ap assist* 
ant troop leader In August, . 

The men were roommates and 
have been .charged with molesting 
young boys, including one member 
of their troop. The five suspects 
have been linked to lewd acts with 
five boys 7 to 17 years old, Detec- 
tives said the men tried to set up a 
local chapter of the North American 
Man/Boy Love Association. 

Maddock became a committee 



Said. In 1*^2-73, Olson worked for 
the local council at Camp Pahalsi in 
Soda Springs. 

, ' Leighton said Maddock and Olson 
joined "a very strong troop with a 
good Scoutmaster and a good com- 
mittee.

Detectives with the sheriffs sex 
assaults, division met with troop 
members and their parents last 
Wednesday night, 

'There was shock, disbelief and 
concern, but the detectives handled 
it well/* Leighton said. "They Inter- 
viewed the boys and explained to the 
parents with great sensitivity." 

Though no other victims have 
turned up within the troop, Leighton 
said the Golden Empire Council is 
arranging psychological counseling 
for any boy who wants it. 

Leighton said Maddock and Olson 
have been suspended from the orga- 
nization. He noted it was illegal to, 
run background checks during a 
volunteer's registration which would 
have turned up Maddock's criminal 
history, 

"Scouting has a confidentat file of 
names we check with when an adult 
leader registers/' Leighton said. 
"Those names are of those persons 
who have done something inappro- 
priate for a Seoul leader in another 
council Neither of these men were 
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on it because they apparently hadn't 
caused a problem In Scouting 
before." b 

leighton said he has had a call 
from an aide of Assemblyman Bill 
Uonaru"s, Riledlands, who Is work- 
ing on legislation which would 
require that volunteers in many 
agencies submit their fingerprints 
and other information to a master 
file which could be cross-referenced 
with a state child abuse registry, 

"We're concerned for the general 
reputation Scouting has with the 
public, but so far ail the response 
has been sympathetic and kind" 
Leighton said. -Our staff has been 
trained in how to handle molestation 
cases, so we did have some prepara- 
tion for what happened." 

Even so, Leighion said he has not 
heard of any similar incident in his 
21-year career with the Boy Scouts
